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NOTE: Newly added clainns 25 and 26 (original claims 13 and 14 written in independent form) are not allowable because, as previously 
rejected, Hailing discloses all of the claimed parts of the invention. When interpreting the claims in the broadest possible scope, Hailing 
discloses a movable detector sited along the beam path to the target position. As can be seen in Fig. 1, there are two beam detectors 
(38, 40) detecting the beam (18) at two different locations. Because disk (22) rotates, the detectors (38, 40) detect portions of the beam 
(18a, 18b) along the beam path to the target. Furthermore, in order for the detectors to detect the portions of the beam along the beam 
path and to the target, the detectors must be rotated as well, so as to indeed detect the beam. (See Col. 2, Line 66 through Col. 3, Line 
19; Col. 5, Lines 23-27 and 35-42). 
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
